PURPOSE INHERENT 


Inference 


Inference, the process of drawing conclusions based on evidence and 
reasoning, is a cornerstone of the scientific method. It encompasses the 
principles and practices by which we use data to unravel the mysteries 
of observable phenomena. This journey of discovery is often guided 
by models, with much of science being model-based. We construct a 
model of a phenomenon and use it to predict the data we expect to 


observe under certain conditions. 


We can determine how well the model explains the data and 
phenomenon by comparing predictions with the actual data. This may 
lead us to reject some models entirely, to improve (and then reassess) 
others, and perhaps finally to declare one as the "best" model (so far). 
Models are constructed using accepted theoretical principles, prior 


knowledge, and expert judgment. 


Inference is the process by which we compare the models to the 
data. Inference is defined here because it is one of the best methods 
for determining why something is the way it is in reality. Thus, for 
our explanation of Terranism, we can infer the purpose of our shared 
existence based on our understanding of how things operate at the 


most basic level. 
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The level at which we need to conduct our examination is what 


some consider life's building blocks. 


When examining reality, things that we can observe that appear to 
have life are those that carry out actions with a purpose instead of just 
reacting to external or internal stimuli. According to our understand- 
ing, each action has an equal and opposite reaction. Therefore, if an 
action is chosen, it is undertaken because the purpose of the action was 


to achieve an intended result, whether it was successful or not. 


A choice is being made. An action is different from a reaction 
because a reaction is the result of the action taken. The purpose of an 
action can be inferred based on the achieved or intended outcome of 


the action. 


When examining reality, we can observe that entities with life make 
choices, unlike inanimate objects that merely react to stimuli. Even the 
tiniest creatures accepted as being alive by science demonstrate this. 
Their choices may be less complex than ours, but they are choices 
nonetheless. For instance, when observing a bacteria capable of in- 
dependent movement under a microscope, we can't help but wonder: 


why does it choose one action over another? 


The single cells of unicellular organisms such as Amoebas perform 
vital life activities (e.g., respiration, metabolism, repair, assimilation) 
and organismic-level activities (e.g., food intake, exchange of respi- 
ratory gases, excretion, reproduction). Based on the results of these 


activities, we can infer the purpose of the amoeba. 


Its purposes are explicit when explained in these terms: its first 
purpose is The Continuation of Life, and its second is The Spreading 
of Life. 
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The first purpose is evident if it did not attempt to continue its exis- 
tence, then it would not be undertaking the actions needed to continue 


as a living creature. The second is based on the fact that it reproduces. 


Why reproduce if it was not going to help achieve its first purpose? 
Thus, its secondary purpose must be to spread life, as that is the result 
of its reproduction, which is an action that is not necessary to complete 


its first purpose. 


The third foundational purpose of life, primarily seen in sentient 
beings, is The Pursuit of Contentment. Every human being has a 
unique set of wants and needs. Although these are specific to each 


individual, some needs or wants can be universally shared. 


Our basic needs represent the prerequisites for survival and thriv- 
ing. These include sustenance, shelter, safety, and various physiologi- 
cal requirements. These needs are common across humanity and are 


driven by our shared biology and condition of existence. 


On the other hand, our wants represent our desires, aspirations, 
and objectives that go beyond survival. They can be as diverse as the 
Amazon rainforest flora and changeable as the ocean tides. They could 
range from the pursuit of knowledge, the desire for artistic expression, 
the urge for exploration, or the ambition for societal change. These 
wants, shaped by our unique experiences, cultures, and individual 
perspectives, imbue our lives with purpose and direction beyond mere 


survival. 


Therefore, Terranism posits that the drive for contentment, a state 
where our needs and wants are fulfilled to the greatest possible extent, 
is the third foundational purpose of life. At its most basic, life's pur- 


poses are contained within this inference. 
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Life exists as it does to continue and spread and create new life. 
These purposes are not unique to any one individual or species, but are 
shared by all life forms, binding us together in a common narrative of 


existence. 


This does not mean there can be no more purposes than these three, 
but they are the most important and ingrained as deeply as possible in 


anything considered alive. 


Terranism builds its foundation on the bedrock of life. Life itself 
is its purpose, and the antithesis of life is death. Therefore, those who 
follow Terranism seek to become the antithesis of death themselves. 
This can only be achieved when all aspects of life and reality are inter- 


woven into a Singularity of action. 


Now, a second should be taken to address some obvious skepticism 
that will be brought up upon reading this. This inference is not meant 
to address all possible outcomes of various choices, nor should it be 


used in such a way. 


It is used in this specific manner to manage Terranism and the 
fundamental purposes of life specifically. Just because the purpose of 
life can be discovered this way does not mean this inference will also

It's our joint efforts that manifest in our progress in 
healthcare, enhancement of living conditions, and mitigation of threats 
that could result in widespread loss of life, such as wars, pandemics, or 


environmental catastrophes. 


Our pursuit of longevity and health is a testament to our drive to 
uphold this primary purpose. Our advancements in medical science,

So while the effort to fight our internal natures will be long in the 
making, we do not propose a utopian idea of peace in our time. We do 
not suggest unilateral disarmament of all the militaries on the planet 


and the millions of people comprising them. 


As Terrans, we propose that we take one single solitary step. We 
take just one. We aim to make the world better than it was before. 
If, by taking this step, another becomes apparent, then we will take it 
as well. On and on, we will continue to walk the path laid before us 
by those who came before us. We will attempt to navigate the very 


essence of life itself, and we will do so together. 


This is but the first step on a long road. But we must turn our faces 
to the light, however, dim - away from the last resort of darkness that 


is violence towards creative preservation and the illumination of life. 


Terranism believes our tools of death can be reshaped into in- 
struments of life, and our martial cultures evolved into humanitarian 
collaboration. There will always be a risk, but the greater danger lies in 


assuming we can never transcend the way of war. 


By taking these first small steps, we kindle hope - embarking on

Through Veritas. The bedrock purpose that we seek to fulfill is The 
Mantle. The Mantle is the recognition and acceptance of the greater 
responsibilities inherent within the more profound understanding of 


the purposes of life that we are all endowed with. 


These purposes are not created or dictated by Terranism but are 
instead woven directly into the fabric of the lives we all already lead. 
Veritas seeks to have us contemplate the truth that they were always 


there and will always be there as long as life itself persists. 


Veritas seeks to bring into focus universal truths that exist whether 
we acknowledge them or not. Live up to their tenants or not. Some 
would even actively try to deny them. Universal truths do not care 


about our doubts or opinions; they are what they are. 
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In developing this doctrine and ideology, I began to dream of what 
the world could look like. United by its tenets and provided with the 
freedom to really choose my destiny, I found that I was not only con- 


templating my dreams but also the hope that they were instilling in me. 


If I could have these ideas and come to the conclusions that I have, 
then perhaps others could look upon them, dare to dream, and be filled 


with the conviction and hope that I am. 


I realized very quickly that dreaming of something so grand was 
one thing, but enacting it was another. So, I decided to focus on the 
two halves of what it takes to realize a dream: the Theoretical and the 


Practical. 


For the dream of Veritas to become a reality, the underlying philos- 
ophy must be built on a bedrock of perfection.

It is the inherent responsibility discovered when one looks for not only 


one's own purpose but also for the purposes of life itself. 


Throughout Veritas, we have discussed the theoretical. It is the 
contemplation, the guide of the actual actions to come, the reason, the 
effects of our purpose, and the intent behind our new attempt to reach 


out and understand reality together. 


Now, though, it is time to turn the theoretical into the practical. 
Dreams are the seeds of reality, like the trees that sustain us. It is time 
we, as a united people, as individuals, and as Terrans, plant the seed 


and grow together. 


Now, unlike any other time in history, the garden of strife is ready 
to bloom. Those willing to uphold the inherent responsibilities of life 
are finally awake and alert to the next turning of the spheres. So set 
aside your fears and set aside your apathy, Terran. Follow Veritas, for 
it is the guide, and together, we will take the next step. Let this be our 


inspiration and our motivation. 
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Practical 


We have spoken at length about the ideals of Terranism. The 
theoretical new society it wishes to achieve. It is time to set aside the 
flourishes that the written dream can instill in us, but for a moment, we 
must discuss the cold, hard facts necessary for each of us to understand 


for the dreams of Terrans everywhere to be achieved. 


It's crucial that we discuss the practical application of Terranism on 
the world stage. We must define our goals and understand what we 
aim to accomplish. With this clarity, we can take the necessary steps to 


bring about the change we urgently need. 
The highest-level goal that could be attributed to any movement 
or ideology is changing the operating methods of the civilization or 


culture in which it finds itself. 


The second highest goal is to maintain the change long-term so that 


current and future generations can flourish based on its tenets. 


These are the highest-level goals that Terranism seeks to achieve. 
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Studies of movements and cultural phenomena over the centuries 
have led to astounding revelations. When achieved, a critical mass of a 
given population has the inherent ability to enact profound and lasting 
change in the systems and political bodies in which they find them- 


selves. This potential for impact should inspire us all. 


When achieved, two specific percentages historically lead to the 


changes that the movements that have gained them aim to enact. 


The first percentage is based on the studies conducted by Chenoweth 
and Stephan (2011) on resistance campaigns from 1990 to 2006. These 
researchers concluded that every movement that mobilized at least 
3.5% of the population of a given location in sustained protest was 


successful. 


A couple of things must be examined when discussing this number: 
3.5%. In the context of the research study, it was explicitly aimed at 
protesting states that had overstepped their mandate and were control- 


ling their population through autocratic means. 


It also addressed the fact that this 3.5% was actively protesting their 
situation. They recognized the chains holding them in place and sought 


to liberate themselves through active protest. 


While this number, 3.5%, presents us with an actionable goal to 
achieve, as Terrans, we must understand whether this population criti- 


cal mass is necessary for us to achieve it. 


We must ask ourselves, are we actively protesting under a regime 
that needs change? By ‘active protest,’ we mean not just physical dem- 
onstrations but also any conscious effort to challenge the status quo 


and work towards a better future. 


The answer to this should be obvious. Of course, we are.

Allow me to explain, as this answer is particular to Terrans and the 


goals we wish to see achieved. 


We are actively protesting our current situation. These situations 
are not the result of a specific government or state. They are the real- 
ization that history, all of humanity before us, has led us to where we 


are now. 


This is not the fault of those who came before us because, like us, 
they were presented with a set of choices. They chose to act in one way 
or another to achieve the results for themselves and the location and 
era in which they found themselves the best, to their understanding, 


available. 


All humanity does its best. This scale cannot be used to hold one of 
our numbers over another. We can debate endlessly over how well this 
could have been done or not. If we take a small moment and examine 
the day-to-day in which we all exist, it is easy to understand that we do 


our best with each situation in which we are presented. 


These situations can sometimes be reactions to our inbuilt purposes, 
or the individual wants we all have, which are different for each of us. 
What cannot be argued is that we each make choices, which are the 


products of each moment that came before. 


So, are we in active protest? Of course, we are. Every Human is. 
We protest each moment, and the protest is the choices we make. We 
hope to resolve each matter in such a way that will lead to the out- 
come we want—for ourselves, others, ideals, and our individual wants 


and needs. 


The second question we need to answer is whether we are under a 


regime that needs change. 
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One definition of a regime is a system or planned way of doing 
things, especially one imposed from above. In the context of Terranism, 
‘regime’ refers to any societal structure, be it political, economic, or 
cultural, that perpetuates inequality, injustice, or environmental deg- 


radation. 
Ask yourself this: does a regime of any kind now bind me? 
Yes, of course it does. 


Civilization itself is an artificial regime constructed by those who 


came before us. 


The next question we must each answer is a very personal one. 


Does the regime in which I find myself need to change? 
Yes, of course it does. 


In the same thread as many of Terranism's tenets, this is a pro- 
foundly personal and universal question. Again, Terranism provides us 


with a choice, which few other ideologies do. 


Should you choose to reach for something beyond what is currently 
here, or if you reach for something new, Know that we are here. You 
are not alone. We march together for a Terra greater than ever before, 
powered by individuals like you and fueled by individuals who make 


their choices freely. 


I mentioned before that Terra and Terrans aim to achieve two 
specific percentages. The first, as mentioned, is 3.5% of the population. 
This number gives our movement the critical mass needed to begin 


making systemic changes in the societies we aim to improve. 
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This noble goal is to enact change to make the world a better 
place, and it is achievable. Terra is a worldwide movement, but so this 
number of 3.5% is put into a manageable context. Let's narrow our 
view to a single country. Let us look at the United States of America 
and a single piece of this country, a state, one single state. Choose any 
state; it does not matter, for all have a population who wish their lives 


to be even a bit better than they were before. 


To hit this goal of 3.5% for the whole country, we Terrans only 
need to reach a population of around 224,000 people in that state. 


This is a manageable task. We will achieve this through the actions, 
freedoms, and beliefs of those who might reach out into the world 
and seek to improve not only their lives but also the lives of others. 
Through the efforts and work of Terrans everywhere, people like you. 
We can do this. 


Widening our view again, though, the following percentage, our 
more long-term goal is 25% of the population. This, again, is not an 
arbitrary number. Through the insight and study of history, it was 
proven that to enact change not just in a state, a society, or a civilization 
but in the very culture of the people themselves; Terra must reach 25% 


of the population. 


While far more significant in size and scope, this number is also 
achievable, and Terranism is one of many movements to reach for such 
a goal. There is plenty of historical precedent, and if it can be done, it 


will be done. It will be done. 


We do this because, as mentioned at the start of this chapter, we aim 
not only for change in the here and now but also to serve those among 
us who are not even here yet. Future generations deserve the best we 
can offer them, and if reaching a like-minded conviction in only 25% 


of the population is what it takes, then Terra will do so. 
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Understanding our choices 


Terranism has a unique method of operation, unlike many of the 
doctrines or ideologies that have come before it. The Terran strategy 


for civilizational molding is Transformation from Within. 


Terrans and Terranism are not here to dictate, despoil, or destroy. 
We aim to offer choices where there were none before. We can enact 
all that we plan by working within the bounds of the civilization we 


find ourselves in. 


Before we get to that, we need to conduct a small study and 
illuminate what happens when a person chooses and acts. It does not 
matter in what capacity the act is done or for what reason or purpose 
it is completed. Each action, while not only having a reaction, also has 


a cost associated with it. 


It is not often thought about, but it must be understood that a self- 
sacrifice must be made for any action by a living creature. No action 


does not have this associated cost. 


We each pay the cost of choosing what to drink, what to eat, what 
to say, where to go, and when to do it. We give up possibilities and, 
in turn, receive the certainty that our choice was made or our actions 


were completed, well, at least attempted. 


Reading this book, for example, means giving up your time, energy, 
and the thoughts it evokes. You have chosen that using your resources 
is worth the self-sacrifice. The choice is worth the outcome; at least, 
that is the hope. 


So, knowing now, as apparent as it is, everything we do revolves 
around self-sacrifice. On this journey, we must ask ourselves what we 


are willing to sacrifice to bring our dreams into reality. 
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There are those on this planet who will indeed make great sacrifices 
to ensure that things remain as they are and that the status quo is 
upheld. Can we each make the effort to at least match their willingness 


to do so? 


For example, Terra. The grand ideal of Terranism is like all other 
ideas, systems, organizations, or movements. It requires from each of 
us, self-sacrifice. Are we willing to make the effort to make our world 
better than before? Will we give up some of our time? Our effort? Are 
we willing to do what it takes for generations to come to receive a 


better world than the one we inherited? 


In my study of the world and its operations, I spent time and effort 
breaking down our needs into plans of action that can be carried out 
so that we do not destroy what we have but build alongside it. We en- 


hance the world as it is by offering choices that were not there before. 


We can achieve all we have set out and more through collective 


action. We do this together, for everyone and The Mantle. 


Here is a slice of the reality in which we operate. In some form 
or another, almost all countries operate some form of Capitalism. We 
live in a capitalist world. This is perfect, as unlike many other types of 
economic systems, Capitalism gives inherent freedom to those living 


under it. 


We are given the keys to the kingdom through the very tenets and 


freedoms that Capitalism allows those living under it and in it. 


In a Capitalist world, we can buy almost anything: land, resources, 
property rights, and even the control of preexisting companies. All we 


need is precisely what the name says: capital. 
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For a moment, let us go back to the number 3.5%. If we achieve this 
goal and the population of a given country, say the United States, is 
with us in this amount, that would come out to an estimated 11,000,000 
Terrans. If we ask for a reasonable contribution, say a membership fee 
of 20 bucks, this would raise an estimated 2.6 billion dollars annually. 


Imagine how we could change the world with that. 


If we view Terra as the worldwide movement that it is, this 3.5% 
now turns to 280 Million people worldwide, allowing us to raise a fan- 
tastic 67 billion dollars A YEAR. This is the power of collective action. 
Think now about what you could do with an amount that grand in a 
capitalist system. The answer? Anything. If we hit our goal of 25% of 
the world's population, then we will raise a budget equal to that of the 


military of the United States. 


Change is possible. We have to make the choice. We need to guide 
our actions ethically to make the world a better place. One small step 
at a time. One choice at a time. It's up to you. What choices are you 
willing to make? How will the choices and steps we take today echo for 


future generations? 


Terranism is not just an ideal; it is a plan of action. Unlike ideolo- 
gies of the past, which seek to drown us in fairy tales of a time when all 
conflict ends and the world is awash with the singing of those whose 
lives are perfect in every way, Terranism seeks to work within the 
bounds of reality. It reminds us that positive and meaningful change 
doesn't just come from nothing. It comes from the seeds of our dreams, 
watered by the actions of those willing to choose a new path. From 


these actions comes hope.

It was utilized by Napoleon, and from that point, almost every army 
that has existed since then has used it. While I abhor violence, I am 
unwilling to overlook a strategy or tactic that could lead to the success

All our lives and the lives of possible tril- 
lions of unborn could depend on each of our choices. If it has worked 
for hundreds of years, there is no reason why its purposes could not 
serve Terra as well. I have also researched the methods of modern mili- 
taries, such as the United States Marine Corps. When outfitted as such, 
they have found that a specific complement of marines can achieve any 


task. I incorporate these lessons here as well. 


Beyond the military forces, modern corporations use versions of 
what I wish to present here. Companies have grown from nothing to 
be valued in the billions of USD. If these organizational lessons can be 
applied to ply the trades of Capitalism successfully, then they can work 


for Terra as well. 


The Fellowship is designed to work in an office setting and out 
in the field, administratively and demonstratively. Although I have yet 
to discuss it, rallies and marches are incredibly effective methods of 


showing public support for change in our world. 


As mentioned before, the Fellowship is meant to work as a self- 
contained movement. If there were only 14 Terrans worldwide, they 
could lead and grow our movement from nothing to world-changing, 


rousing success. 


236 - LOST HERALD 


Even you dear reader possess the capabilities of joining or starting a 
Fellowship today, you have the power to change the world for all time. 


It is possible, and it will be done. 


To start our descriptions of The Fellowship, we will move from 
the smallest part of Terra, The Terran, to the next highest. This is 
the partner system. Within the Fellowship are seven partnerships; you 
only need to reach out to those around you and find someone who 


resonates with you and Veritas. 


In doing so, a partnership is created. Together, you are no longer 
alone; you stand with someone who believes as you do. With such a 
step, recruiting and learning are no longer solo tasks. The difficulty of 


any task you must take upon yourself is reduced by 50%. 


Our species has been structured throughout its history upon pair- 
ing individuals to accomplish tasks. Our methods are no different. As 
partners, you are capable of wonders with someone at your back. At 
this point in The Fellowships’ journey, the path relies on learning, 
teaching, and recruiting. The goal is to understand Veritas truly. With 
understanding comes the ability to impart the wisdom to change the 


world and continue the waltz of history. 


When your partnership is ready, the next goal is to increase the size 
of your Fellowship to 4 Terrans, a 100% increase. The most challenging 
task was awakening to your inherent purposes and realizing you are no 


longer doomed to suffer the status quo. 


With a Team assembled, different projects can be attempted that 
were not even possible before. The options are unlimited. While varied 
at this Fellowship level, the goals widen and streamline simultaneously. 
Learn of Veritas, teach each other, and continue recruiting. While 
these goals are constant, you will have improved with time and effort. 


The focus on learning the next step must begin. 
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In each Fellowship, 14 different roles must be adopted for full func- 
tionality. These have been chosen to fulfill specific requirements for the 
Terran movement to succeed. They will be described in greater detail 
further in the chapter. For now, focus on the three primary goals and 
spend some personal time deciding where your strengths and interests 


can do the best good for Terra, the world, and all of humanity. 


As your Fellowship grows, you will each adopt one of these roles. 
Take charge as a Terran should and cast off any remaining apathy for 
the suffering of your loved ones and the world at large. By choosing 
one of these 14 roles, you are not bound to it permanently. I recom- 
mend spending time with your fellow Terrans. Learn their position 


and responsibilities as you learn your own. Together, we succeed. 


With Studying being undertaken and through the power of 4 
Terrans working together, it is time to attempt the most extensive 
expansion so far. The size of a fully staffed Fellowship is, of course, 
14 Terrans. This community consists of 3 Teams of 4 and an attached 
Partnership of 2. The leader of The Fellowship should be elected by 
popular vote once a quarter and only be able to reside in that position 


up to three quarters of any given year. 


This allows for replacement if necessary and prevents monopoliza- 
tion of the position if a single person gathers continual support from 7 
other members of The Fellowship. 


The final Stipulation is that to prevent frustrations among members, 
the votes will be cast with privacy and secrecy, and the Terran occupy- 
ing the position and role of Fellowship leader will not be allowed to 


cast a ballot. 
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With descriptions on how the leadership of The Fellowship should 
be decided on, I will now describe the 14 different roles Terrans will 


adopt in The Fellowships: 


Herald 


The role of the Herald in the Terran movement is one of the most 
important positions within the organization. The Herald leads the Fel- 


lowship and serves as a mentor and example for the other members. 


The Herald's primary responsibility is to guide the movement 
and ensure it is on the right track to achieving its goals. They are 
responsible for setting the movement's overall direction and ensuring 
all members are aligned with its mission and objectives. One of the 
Herald's key responsibilities is to provide leadership and guidance to 
the other movement members. They act as mentors and advisers, pro- 
viding support and advice to members who need it. They also serve as 


role models, setting an example for other members. 


The Herald is also responsible for ensuring the movement operates 
ethically and responsibly. They are responsible for maintaining the 
organization's integrity and ensuring all members adhere to the code of 
conduct and expectations. In addition to their leadership responsibili- 
ties, the Herald is also responsible for representing the movement to 
the public and government. They act as the organization's public face 
and communicate the movement's message and goals. They also act as 
a point of contact for the media and other organizations and manage 


relationships with different groups and organizations. 


The Herald plays a critical role in the movement's decision-making 
process.

Speaker 


The role of the Speaker in the Terran movement is critical. The 
Speaker is responsible for communicating the movement's message and 
beliefs to members and the public. The Speaker serves as the move- 
ment's voice and ensures the message is communicated effectively and 


accurately. 


The primary responsibility of the Speaker is to present the move- 
ment's message and beliefs to both members and the public. They are 
responsible for communicating the movement's goals and objectives 


and ensuring the message is transmitted clearly and concisely. 


They also serve as the organization's public face, representing the 
movement to the media and other organizations. The Speaker also 


plays a critical role in the movement's decision-making process.

The Consul provides guidance and support to the movement's 
members and committees and ensures that its Civil Affairs operations 
align with its goals and objectives.

The Consul should understand diplomacy well, be organized, and 


understand decision-making processes. 
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The positions discussed here are not new; they have been replicated 
ad infinitum. I have modified the roles' names to reflect the move- 
ment's spirit. Leading a section of a movement like a Fellowship is 
obvious. The Terran movement is unlike any before. Therefore, I give 
you the title of Herald, as that is your true goal and role: to act as a 


Herald of change, ushering in the grand world Terra offers us all. 


Simply calling the roles by their more benign names would not do. 
The head of education, while accurate, does not convey the necessity 
of the role. Nothing other than a Mentor would do. Your mission and 
goal is to Mentor those who must learn and raise The Apathetic from 


their self-imposed slumber. 


None of these roles and responsibilities should convey the need for 
anything other than the extraordinary. For that is what we seek and, 
through The Mantle, will obtain for ourselves and the world. We are 
the Knights of Terra; nothing less will suffice than infusing our true 


Terran spirit in all we do. 


Nothing other than an adventure of grand proportions could sum- 
mon forth the need for Fellowships as such. Terra, that shining city on 
the hill, is what we will build despite the Status Quo's opposition, and 
it is worth reaching out for—a world where our needs and the needs of 
those we love and stand tall defending are supplied. As Terrans, we de- 
serve nothing less. We stand tall against the Status Quo and the neglect 
of The Apathetic, the future awaits and The Fellowships of Terra will 


lead us there. 


The most important thing to understand about The Fellowship in 
Terra is that it is not alone. Where this family bends their will and 
convictions to make the world a better place springs, others will as 
well. Terranism cannot be stopped once unleashed. The Fellowships of 


Terra are a step the Terran takes on the path to Terra.

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Terran Chapters serve as the movement's grassroots foundation. 
They are the frontline, where the ideals of Terranism are put into 
action through local initiatives, community engagement, and regional 
projects. Each Chapter operates within a specific geographical area, 
adapting Terra's overarching goals to meet their communities’ unique 


needs and challenges. 


Terran Chapters are designed to be established organically, allow- 
ing the movement to grow naturally and sustainably. A new Chapter 
can be formed when a local group of Terrans can raise at least three 
Fellowships. This threshold ensures that the new Chapter has a solid 
foundation and enough members to support its activities effectively. 


The process of forming a new Chapter is as follows: 


Initially, local Terrans come together to form Fellowships, each 
comprising 14 members. These Fellowships are designed to operate 
independently, allowing them to tailor their activities and initiatives 
to their communities’ specific needs and circumstances. Despite their 
autonomy, all Fellowships share a common goal: to promote the prin- 
ciples of Terranism within their community. This grassroots approach 
ensures the movement remains relevant and responsive to local con- 
cerns while fostering a sense of ownership and empowerment among 
its members. By working together on projects, educational efforts, and 
community-building activities, Fellowships lay the groundwork for 


broader societal transformation in line with the ideals of Terra. 


Raising Three Fellowships 


As the movement gains momentum and more individuals embrace 
Terranism, the next step is expanding the Fellowships network. When 
at least three Fellowships are established and active within a specific 
geographical area, they can come together and petition to form a new 


Terran Chapter. 
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This collective effort requires demonstrating their commitment to 
Terra's mission, achievements thus far, and ability to work as a cohe- 
sive unit. The process of forming a Chapter is a significant milestone, 
reflecting both the growth of the movement and the maturation of 
its members’ organizational skills. It also ensures that the new Chap- 
ter is built on a solid foundation of active participation and proven 


dedication. 


Approval and Establishment 


Upon successful petition and approval, the new Chapter is officially 
recognized and can begin its operations. This organic growth model is 


crucial to maintaining the integrity and sustainability of the movement. 


Terra fosters a more resilient and motivated network of members 
by ensuring that Chapters are established based on genuine interest 


and commitment rather than being imposed from above. 


This bottom-up approach promotes a stronger sense of ownership 
and accountability and allows the movement to grow naturally, adapt- 
ing to each community's unique dynamics. Once established, the new 
Chapter can coordinate larger-scale projects, support its Fellowships, 
and contribute to the overall mission of Terra, furthering the move- 


ment's global impact. 


As Terran Chapters grow and become more successful, they may 
reach a point where their size and scope necessitate expansion. In such 
cases, large Chapters can facilitate the formation of new Chapters by 


splitting off Fellowships. 


This process helps manage growth and ensures that each Chapter 
remains effective and manageable. The procedure for splitting and 


expanding Chapters includes: 
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Assessment of Growth 


As a Chapter expands and comprises more Fellowships than what is 
considered optimal for effective management and cohesion, an assess- 
ment is conducted to determine the feasibility of splitting the Chapter. 
This assessment is a comprehensive review that considers several 
critical factors. Geographical coverage is examined to ensure that the 
Chapter's reach is neither too vast nor too concentrated, which could 


impact its effectiveness. 


Membership engagement is another critical factor; high partici- 
pation and involvement indicate readiness for further expansion. 
Additionally, operational efficiency is evaluated to ensure the Chapter 
can sustain its activities and support new Fellowships. By conducting 
this thorough assessment, Terra ensures that each Chapter remains 


manageable and capable of fulfilling its mission. 


Formation of New Chapters 


When the assessment indicates that a Chapter has grown sufficiently 
to warrant division, the process of forming new Chapters begins. Fel- 
lowships within the large Chapter are carefully identified and grouped 
to create new, smaller Chapters. Typically, each new Chapter starts 
with at least three Fellowships, providing a robust foundation for 


further growth and development. 


This strategic grouping ensures that each new Chapter is viable and 
capable of functioning independently from the outset. The formation of 
new Chapters allows the movement to extend its geographical coverage 
and reach more communities, thereby amplifying the impact of Ter- 
ranism. This systematic approach to growth ensures that new Chapters 


are sustainable and well-integrated into the broader movement. 
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Support and Transition 


During the transition period, the original Chapter is crucial in 
supporting the newly formed Chapters. This support includes provid- 
ing guidance, resources, and mentorship to ensure a smooth handover 
of responsibilities and continuity of activities. The original Chapter 
shares best practices and lessons learned, helping the new Chapters to 


establish their operations effectively. 


This collaborative approach fosters a sense of unity and shared 
purpose across the movement. It ensures that the new Chapters are 
well-equipped to carry forward Terra's mission while maintaining the 
integrity and values of the movement. By facilitating a supportive and 
seamless transition, Terra strengthens its network and enhances the 


resilience and cohesion of its expanding community. 


Terran Chapters are designed to function as self-contained units 
like the Fellowships within them. Each Chapter operates with a high 
degree of autonomy, allowing them to tailor their activities to local 
needs while staying aligned with Terra's overarching goals. The struc- 


ture of a typical Terran Chapter includes: 


Chapter Composition 


Each Chapter within the Terran movement comprises 11 Fellow- 
ships, with each Fellowship consisting of 14 members. This organi- 
zational structure results in a total of 154 Terrans per Chapter; this 
should be seen as the optimal number of Terrans. However, this may 
only sometimes be the case due to the realities of a growing and 


expanding movement. 


This size is intentionally aligned with Dunbar's number theory, 
which is the cognitive limit to the number of individuals with whom 


one can maintain stable social relationships. 
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By adhering to this number, each Chapter ensures its members 
can form meaningful connections, foster a sense of community, and 
work effectively together. The manageable size of 154 members allows 
for cohesive group dynamics and efficient communication, which are 


essential for the successful operation of each Chapter. 


Self-Sufficiency 


Chapters are designed to operate independently, managing their 
activities and initiatives without constant oversight from higher levels 
of the organization. This self-sufficiency empowers Chapters to orga- 
nize events, implement local initiatives, and address issues specific to 


their communities swiftly and effectively. 


The autonomy granted to each Chapter ensures that they can tailor 
their operations to their locale's immediate needs and opportunities, 
enhancing their relevance and impact. This decentralized approach 
fosters innovation and responsiveness and encourages a strong sense 


of ownership and responsibility among Chapter members. 


Local Adaptation 


While all Chapters adhere to the core principles of Terranism, they 
are also granted the flexibility to adapt their activities and strategies 
to suit their local contexts. This adaptability is crucial for addressing

By customizing their approaches, Chapters can develop culturally 
sensitive and locally relevant solutions, maximizing their effectiveness.

By establishing and expanding through organic growth and strategic 
splitting, the Terran Chapters ensures that the movement remains dy- 
namic, scalable, and deeply rooted in local communities. This approach 
allows Terra to build a robust and sustainable network of committed 
Terrans, each contributing to the collective dream of unity, prosperity, 


and a better future. 


Terran Chapters are pivotal in translating the overarching vision of 
the Terran movement into localized action.

I was once asked a question, I will not go in depth of its substance 
for the content of the answer is what really matters, I wish to answer 
that question here. 

Terra is not here to answer every single problem that possibly exists 
for every single person, that is utopian and beyond the scope of what 


we seek to achieve. We will make the world better yes, but perfect does 


not exist beyond the eye of the beholder. Terrans Embrace Reality 
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The Individual 


In no small way is the individual affected by our attempts to re- 
inforce the pillars. Individuals comprise all of the pillars. So anything 


we do for each of them we do in turn for the individual. 


Our main focus with this pillar is the initial attempt at providing the 
necessary choices for allowing each individual to attempt to provide for 
their inherent purposes. Remember, that these purposes exist whether 


we wish them or not. 


To alleviate the burden of this lack of freedom on each of us, should 
society not be bent towards the relieving of the burden that each of 
us carry? Civilization is composed of individuals, thrust into this world 


without choice. 


We can at least provide as best as we can, as we are talking about 
each of us. So to address this pillar Terra will initially set upon the task 
of creating The Parallel Market, The Scholar Program, The Chapter 


System, The Custodians, and much more. 


The Parallel Market allows us to earn the provision of an Economic 
Baseline, or the ability to have ourselves provided for, all of our lives. 
The goal of this program is to provide the people of the world freedom 


from the basic needs we are all endowed with. 


We must consider for a moment that none of us really asked to be 
born. It was the result of a billion billion choices and situations that 
came before. This gift of life though binds us to itself through the 
chains of our various needs. Food, Water, Shelter, etc. etc. While in 
whole this list is grand, if we boil it down to the necessities of our exis- 
tence. We can easily discover that it is simply a problem of applicating 
the resources we have on our planet in a manner bent towards the 


alleviation of these needs. 
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When discussing water for example, a basic average would be about 
2 gallons of clean water a day. A year we are looking at around 730 
gallons, and in a 100 year life 73,050 gallons. Doing a very basic search 
of the cost of this we are looking at about $116,000.00 USD (2024). 


This is the cost of the water when produced and sold by a company 
attempting to make a profit. The cost also does not account for things 
like economy of scale, in which where goods are produced in mass, the 


cost associated to do so drops dramatically. 


This also does not take into account that there are plenty of devices 
that would allow Terra to just produce the water itself for the world 
over time. Consider this, the united nations estimates 385,000 people 
are born a day. This means to produce enough water for their entire 


lives we would need to produce some 28.1 billion gallons a day. 


Some of these machines can produce around 1,600 gallons a day. 
So to cover all the water needs of ALL FUTURE HUMANS BORN. 
We would need about 18,000,000 of these machines.....Sounds like a 
lot right? Well, the world produced 80 million cars in 2021 alone. This 
can be done. By the way 2021 was not a crazy year for car production. 


the world manufactures around 100 million cars a year, every year. 


Collective action and manufacturing at scale, proper capital direc- 
tion and we could provide clean drinking water to everyone who will 
ever be born from now on, for their entire lives. Remember this is a 
path, a journey. We cannot solve every problem instantaneously, thats 


an impossibility. What we can do is change the world for all time. 


These programs will seek to provide each of us with the chance to 
interact with a system, designed to educate us on the reality in which 


we find ourselves, bereft of political accommodation. 
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With an Economic baseline provided to an individual throughout 
their lives, they can really do anything. Knowing that they will not lack 
for food or water or shelter, etc. etc. It allows Individual to enter the 
Capitalist market and negotiate from a position of strength as they no 
longer really need it for their needs. Only their wants. 


Companies will be forced to provide the absolute best for employ- 
ees. Individuals will be able to pursue their wants to the fullest. Arts 
and Sports will flourish, research and exploration and adventure will 


become available. We could finally focus on life instead of just survival. 


The Family 


Veritas recommends ideas for the structuring of families. These 
recommendations were not meant to pass judgment and cannot be 
applied to all situations in which families find themselves. 


They were offered as an ideal, to address the societal ramifications 
that come from adopting familial policies beyond or other than what 
was suggested. Obviously, due to the nature of human interaction they 
cannot be achieved in all situations. Terranism casts no judgment and 
neither should other Terrans. 


I don't intend to address what the outcomes are of not following 
these recommendations, just know that after 25 years of study. I am 
confident in every word that I pass to you. That being said, it is now 


time for Terra to address the family. 


The Family will benefit from its individuals committing to Terra, 
by receiving the benefits of knowledge, a solid base of education, an 
economic baseline and a purpose to improve there own lives and 
happiness. Secure in the thought that the members that comprise Terra 
have been taught how reality actually functions and how human society 
is actually run. 
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We can be sure that each family member we love and cherish is 
prepared for the world in which they find themselves, this is what the 


Scholar Program offers. 


We can be sure that the individual needs of each member of our 
families are provided for should they choose to interact with The Par- 
allel Market. Knowing that no matter what choices they make beyond 
that. They will have access to clean water, food, housing, electricity, 


etc. for the rest of their lives. It is a comforting thought. 


Although, some family structures throughout history have been 


more successful than others, they are not without their own problems. 


Terra seeks to address the vast majority of these through The Chap- 
ter System. Our modern civilization is excellent in connecting us with 
those we have never met, and almost perfect at making us the loneliest 


individuals who have ever existed in history. 


Through The Chapter System, we seek to provide the outside 
community that seems to have fallen by the wayside in our sometimes 
hyper-connected world. A place where we can be ourselves. Learn 


from each other, make friends who travel the roads of life as we do. 


Families are the bedrock of the future of human civilization. A 
focus on them is extremely important. We seek to bolster them, where 
they may be weak.

We are made of the things of stars. What makes them makes us as 
well, but we are not them, and they are not us. This apparent difference 
and this realization create what was not there before a comparison. If 
it is us and then them, a change in perspective leads to. What are we 


when compared to them? 


When we say, I am, what we are saying is, I stand apart. I am not 
the rock and the tree or fish in the sea. This comparison leads to an 
inherent value change in all that can think of it. For once I am, then no 
longer will I not wish to be me. In our minds, the value we place upon 


ourselves. It changes what we see. 


How could it be that Iam what I am, yet no value of me, do the rock 
or the tree have? If we do indeed look around and see what we can see. 
One will notice a particular trend. The universe cares for nothing, not 


us, not the tree or the fish in the sea. 


How could this be? We have cried throughout our long history. 
There must be more, an answer we do not see. Looking back now with 
eyes that have searched anew, it seems we were right. In the beginning, 
though, and through the long ages, we attempted to find this answer in 
all the wrong places. The answer was there, waiting. Only with time, 


would we be able to see. 
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Things must be as they are; they must be as they were. Our loneli- 
ness and pain through the ages, we could not have known.

To come to this truth so long ago, when even then the path was old 
and we so young.

Enough! We have been through it all! I cry. I stare at the sky from 
the mountaintops, and I shout. We cannot forsake those we love, those 
who are, those we lost and came before.

We must know. Why? 


I opened my eyes; I needed to see. I refused to let those lost be the 
dust of history. We have value, I declare. I will know why, I yell to 
the air. When suddenly, I was blind, before me stretched out through 
time. An answer: it is there, it always was, but where it leads, I am still 
waiting to see. Blind to the world but not to time, all we have done, all 


we are, all we can be. 


I see. I see purpose where there seemed to be none in the founda- 
tions. All under the sun. All that is, all that was. The rules of reality, 
the value where there was none before, it sets us apart. Among all that 


walks under the sky, only we can say, I am." ~ fin 


The discovery that we do have a purpose when rudderless and adrift 
shocked me to my core. We had looked for so long. Who was I to make 
this discovery? I still do not know. I still admit I am Lost. The differ- 
ence, though, is that although lost in thought, I may be. I now move 
through the world with purpose. I present them as the Herald. I am. 


The recognition and acceptance of our inherent purpose will change 
your life. Nothing you have done up to this point has been meaning- 
less, and none of those who came before have toiled without value. In 
understanding that humanity has purpose, we prove to reality, through 


our new understanding, that we have inherent value. 
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So this is the weapon I hand you to break the first seal on your 
soul, your first strike against the chains that bind you. I give it thus to 
all humanity. It is my gift, the recognition of our authentic, universal, 
and undeniable inherent purposes. With this, the first pillar can be 
satisfied, and our question of "Why?" is finally answered. Even with 
this, the war has not yet been won. I march forth to bolster our ranks 


even further. 


The second pillar to address is the economy. As much as many 
would like to deny, after decades of study, it is clear. There is no fairer 
or free system of economic exchange beyond capitalism. This being 


said, it is not complete and cannot be allowed to run rampant. 


The main issue with capitalism is its inherent binding of us to it. 
To understand what I mean, let's attempt a small thought experiment. 
Imagine our capitalist world as it is. Now quit your job, do not get 
another one, and do not start a business. Did you enjoy your conclu- 
sions from that thought experiment? How long do you imagine before 
you are on the streets? Begging for people's and government handouts, 


fighting for your life daily. How long before you starve? 


This is slavery at its most basic: Do what capitalism demands or 
suffer and possibly die. There is no choice, not really. So, how do we 
reconcile the freedom and bondage capitalism provides us? Well, we 
must go outside of it and solve its problems separately from it. The 
Parallel Market is designed to do just this by providing for the basic 


needs of Terrans. 


In one swift step, capitalism moves from being without true choice 
to being a choice. If we can choose not to interact with the capitalist 
market and still be secure in our lives and wellbeing, a revolution has 
started.

Capital- 
ism, in its current state, does one specific thing to us all: It forces us to 
compete. It's the cold, hard truth that one person's gain is a loss for all 
others in the capitalist market. Goods and services are utilized for that 


person, and they no longer exist as they did before. 


Terra offers The Chapter system to attempt to reconcile the fractur- 
ing of the family and society by capitalism and liberalism. Tailor-made 
miniature societies we can interact with and travel through life with. 
All members of which, being provided for by the parallel market, are 
no longer in competition with one another and are no longer atomized 


individuals freed from reality by unchecked liberalism.
